Tbo Ie IlureUa Musical Festival.
Sunday night's concert was not so well at

tended as it would have been had the weather
not been so promising of a thunder-storm- .
But the members of the troupe, like the true
artists they are, rendered the programme in
its entirety, responded to encores in the most
willing manner, and could not have exerted
themselves more to please ten times the num
ber of people. The programme was opened
with an orchestral selection from Balfe's ever
fresh opera of The Bohemian Girl, in which
the duet between "Arline" and "Thaddeus,"
which occurs in the second act, ia very effect
ively arranged for flute and clarionet. The
other pieces were from Gounod's Faust and
Offenbach's Perichole. The able musicians.
under the direction of Mr. Hill, interpreted
all of them skillfully and with excellent effect.
Mr. Makin was evidently suffering from in-

disposition, and did not sing as well as here
tofore. He was encored, however, in the
songof The Warrior Bold. Signor Susini
had quite recovered from his hoarseness oi
the night before, and was in magnificent
voice, reminding us of old times. Signor
Brignoli disappointed us in net singing the
Salve Dimora from Faust. His substituted
piece from Lombardi was, however, excellent-
ly well sung, as were his later numbers.
Mile, lima De Murska. substituted
Mattel's chef d'oeuvre, Non e Ver
for Schubert's Serenade, for the reason that
no violincello could be had for the obligato;
so we were informed. Her second number
was the Venzano Waltz, which was written
for and was made famous by the late Madame
Gassier. This piece served to show M 'lie de
Murska's faultless execution and artistic re-
finement in the highest degree. In answer
to an encore, she sang, by request. Sweet
Bye and Bye. In response to her first recall,
she sang I Dreampt I Dwellt tn Marble
Halls, her articulation bing as perfect as
could be, and the music elegantly rendered.
Mr. John Hill once more appeared as solo
pianist, and played Thalberg's transcription
of the "Prayer" from Mose in Egito in a
most skillful and masterly manner, his per
formance receiving a spirited encore. He re
peated Ascher'3 characteristic and quaint
Danse de Negre in such splendid style that
he received quite an ovation, and. at the
same time, an honor seldom accorded but to
the greatest virtuosi, namely a second encore.
to which he responded with Thalberg's
Home, Sweet Home. As an accompanist,
pianist and conductor, we tender Mr. Hill
our sincere compliments. Next Wednesday
evening the opera of Don Pasquale will be
repeated for the farewell appearance of the
troupe. The unfavorable state of the
weather on the occasion of its last performance
prevented many, who were anxious, from
hearing it, and the delighted expressions of
opinion from those who were fortunate enough
to be present have the desirea of our
musical amateurs and the public to such an
extent that the attendance, we expect, will
tax the capacity of the pavilion to its utmost.

Chairman Patterson called the convention
to order, and the roll of delegates was called
by the secretary, and the balloting for the of-
fice of clerk of the criminal court recom-
menced.

TENTH BALLOT. .

Forrest, 70: Perkins, 85: blank, 15. Total
vote cast, 173.
